Pair To Face Three Judges 


In Culp Case; Alienists

Welch and Joseph Howell, indicted 
for first degree m urder in the hold­ 
up slaying of Motorman George 
Culp, today indicated through their 
attorneys they would waive a jury 
and face trial before three oommon 
pleas judges.

Weygandt To Name Judges 
Two other Ohio common pleas 
judges will be named by Judge 
Carl V. W eygandt, chief justice of 
the state supreme court, to assist 
Judge Lones. Date for the trial 
probably will he set at the hear­ 
ing Friday, depending on w hether 
additional judges can be appointed 
In time. It, will be within the next 
three weeks, attorneys Indicated. 
Welch and Howell, who are In­ 
dicted Jointly, entered two pleas, 
not guilty and not guilty by reason 
of insanity, when they w ere ar­ 
raigned Tuesday.

W hile approval of a conference 
comm ittee’s report on the m easure 
was predicted by Republicans, an­ 
other adm inistration bill—to add a 
third member to the civil service 
commission — remained stalled In 
the senate judiciary committee. 
The committee, after scheduling 
a 
hearing on the m easure last 
night, postponed it for a week. 
Chairman G rant P. Ward said the 
governor’s office had not found op­ 
portunity to study the bill aa it 
was passed by the house March 6. 
Meanwhile Gov. John W. Bricker 
signed into law a bill abolishing 
the four-member parole board and 
replacing it with a new three-mem­ 
ber commission. The governor said 
he was not yet ready to announce 
membership of the new body. 
Aimed At Mrs. 8mith 
Of the old membership, only H ar­ 
rison W. Jewell of Delaware has 
been mentioned for reappointm ent. 
The reorganisation act was inter­ 
preted generally as designed to re ­ 
move Mrs. Myma Smith, who left 
her position as secretary to former 
Gov. Martin L. Davey and took a 
place on the parole board in the 
last days of the Davey adm inistra­ 
tion. 
The Conference report ended a

over

am endm ents to the tax bill.

agreem ent strikes out a clause em­ 
powering the attorney general to 
designate counsel for the tax de­ 
partm ent and allows the tax com­ 
missioner to hire his own attor­ 
neys.

Next President Of Businessmen’s Group Attacks Law 


For Lessening Jobs And Reducing Productivity; 


Speakers Reiterate Tax Relief Demands

J ABBINGTON, May 3.—W. Gibson Carey, Jr., industrialist who is 
»» 
expected to become the next president of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce of the United States, castigated the W agner labor relations 
act today as a national blight which reduced productivity and lessened 
jobs. 
Carey told a meeting of the businessm en's organization:. 
“I make the unqualified statem ent that this legislation has Induced 
unrest, built bad feeling, reduced * ---------------------------------------------------- 
productivity, and displaced thous­ 
ands of men from private employ­ 
ment.” 
As It stands, and as It has been 
adm inistered, Carey charged, the 
W agner act should be described In 
Its preamble as a law "to destroy 
the Individual and minority rights 
of working men. to undermine the 
natural and proper sense of em­ 
ployer responsibility for high pay 
and good working conditions, and 
to bring suffering to the nation by 
lower productivity and decreasing 
Jobs.” 
The law’s stated purpose is to 
make It possible for employes to 
bargain collectively with their em ­ 
ployers on wages and working con­ 
ditions, through representatives of 
their own choosing. 
Carey is president of the Yale 
and Towne M anufacturing Co. of 
New York City. His election as 
president of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce Is expected tomorrow. 
Speaker after speaker at the an­ 
nual 
meeting blamed 
new 
deal 
policies, particularly on taxes, for 
the failure of capital to flow free­ 
ly into industry. 
President George H. Davis out­ 


lined in a prepared speech seven 
objectives of the cham ber: 
"I. Remove tax deterrents which 
discourage Investment in both es­ 
tablished and new enterprises. 
“2. Abandon unwise public spend­ 
ing policy. 
“3. Modify laws relating to the 
Issuing and marketing of private 
securities. 
“4. Discontinue government com­ 
petition in private enterprises. 
“5. Abandon monetary manipula­ 
tions and modify the policy of arti­ 
ficially cheap money. 
“6. Modify banking laws to per­ 
mit greater freedom of private ini­ 
tiative in underw riting securities 
issues. 
“7. Discontinue unnecessary in­ 
vestigations which create apprehen­ 
sion and impose needless burdens 
upon industry and trade.” 
Once a “more stable” public po­ 
licy is assured, Davis said, busi­ 
ness itself will facilitate the flow 
of capital into productive enter­ 
prises. 
Davis’ speech was the first In a 
round table discussion devoted to 
the problem of getting idle funds 
to work.

dent Roosevelt signed a bill today 
providing $153,000,000 immediately 
In 
appropriations 
and 
contract 
authorizations for '‘critical” defense 
items for the army, seacoast de­ 
fenses and fleet expansion. 
The house naval comm ittee rec­ 
ommended. meanwhile, legislation 
to authorish expenditure of $6,660,* 
OOO for complete modernization of 
five battleships. The ships involved 
are the Tennessee, California, Colo. 
rado, Maryland, and W est Virginia. 
The bill signed by the President 
will let the army buy and contract 
for $110,000,000 of tanks, anti-tank 
guns, 
semi-automatic 
rifles, 
gas 
masks, anti-aircraft guns, artillery 
and ammunition. 
The navy’s ship construction pro­ 
gram gets $36,500,000, while $6,539,- 
287 is included in appropriations 
and contract authorizations for sea­ 
coast defenses of the continental 
United States, Panam a Canal zone 
and insular possessions. 
Enlistments Lengthened 
Relatively 
small 
sums to meet 
unforeseen expenses of additional 
governm ent agencies brought the 
total of appropriations in the bill 
up to $162,319,095, while contract 
authorizations aggregated $46,801,- 
OOO. 
Among the sm aller Items In the 
bill were: $10,000,000 for grants to 
states for adm inistration of unem­ 
ployment compensation laws and 
$450,000 for added personnel ex­ 
penses of the federal bureau of in­ 
vestigation. 
In another move to strengthen

The order, effective July I — 
the date the navy starts enlisting 
an additional 5.000 men will assure 
greater perm anency of personnel, 
officials explained. The navy an­ 
nounced that in future no youth 
under 18 would be enlisted, regard­ 
less of parental consent. 
Officials said the four-year ori­ 
ginal enlistm ent, in effect for sev­ 
eral decades, was the shortest of 
any major naval force. Sailors in 
other navies enlist for from 5 to 7 
years.

The committee raised no objec­ 
tion to a newly-inserted provision 
requiring relief clients to call for 
their checks or other benefits per­ 
sonally unless excused by the wel­ 
fare director or local authorities 
for “good cause.” 
Opposed By Cities 
Large cities fought strenuously 
against such a requirem ent In pre­ 
vious sessions. 
A m andatory requirem ent for ap­ 
pointment of a county relief direc­ 
tor was changed to make it op­ 
tional with boards of commission­ 
ers. 
House members Indicated their 
next objective would be writing 
Into the bill sharp lim itations on 
the am ount of state money which 
a local subdivision might spend in 
a single month, a device Intended 
to prevent rapid depletion of state 
grants and a subsequent crisis, 
calling for new appropriations.

legislation passed last July provid­ 
ing for a change In the methods 
of paying highway employes. Form­ 
er Gov. M artin L. Davey approved 
the law, but the court held It was 
invalid inasmuch as he had issued 
no proclamation calling for its en­ 
actm ent. 
8ult Called Test Cass 
Elm er Bond, a state highway em­ 
ploye, had asked 
the 
court 
to 
force Highway Director Robert 8. 
Beightier to pay him on a month­ 
ly basis, as provided by the law 
passed last July, Instead of an 
hourly scale. His suit had been re- 
garded as a test case because he 
was the only employe not being 
paid on the monthly basis. 
Beightier said the decision would 
save the departm ent 81,500.000, a 
year In wages and that It affected 
5.300 
employes, 
mostly m ainten­ 
ance 
workers. 
He ordered 
pay 
schedules resumed on an hourly 
basin Immediately. 
The director asserted that !»• 
was Informed by the attorney gen­ 
eral's office that the decision did 
not affect salary increases for th* 
highway 
patrol 
but

Black, patrol superintendent, and 
some other observers expressed be­ 
lief th at as the provision for pay­ 
ment of highway workers was at­ 
tached to a bill raising patrolm en's 
salaries, this increase also was un­ 
constitutional.

At Least 4 Clouded 
Two other bills passed by the 
third special session of the la s t1 
legislature apparently fell under 
the suprem e court derision. 
Still another pair may have rn

Invalidity cast over 
them, 
only by title do they stip­ 
ulate they are to relieve unemploy­ 
ment. 
Acts apparently voided provide 
for payment of decreased legisla­ 
tors salaries to dependents, and 
authorize courts to designate secur­ 
ity which banks shall post for de­

bankruptcy 
cases. N either m easures stipulated 
they were to relieve unemploy­ 
ment or for furnishing relief. 
One which may have a cloud of 
unconstitutionality gives Bowling 
Green and Ohio universities th e 
right to issue dormitory revenue 
honda and makes the bonds legal 
investm ents for banks and fiduci­ 
aries. 
The other creates an arm ory 
building authority with power to 
issue revenue bonds against arm or­ 
ies which may be constructed. 
Both the arm ory and dorm itory 
acts stipulate in their titles th ai 
they are designed to relieve unem­ 
ployment. 
Nowhere else In th# 
measures is there reference to re­ 
lief. 
Just how many laws enacted la 
special sessions w ithout ex ec u te s 
proclamations calling for them was 
not known immediately. 
Approval Hsld Sufficient 
Legislative leaders In the last

This 
shortage again was emphasized in 
the recent decree issued by Field 
Marshal Hermann Goering calling 
for an expansion of labor conscrip­ 
tion. 
In thousands of shops today one 
clerk does the work that two did 
a 
few 
years ago. A 
25-year-old 
engineer said he had had more 
than one hundred job-offers in two 
years. At present he handles two 
jobs—one during the day, the other 
half the night. 
The cause of the shortage is 
that the totalitarian state has be­ 
come a mammoth employer mobil­ 
izing every credit resource, furi­ 
ously 
arm ing 
and 
indulging 
in 
grandiose public works and social 
welfare projects at the same time. 
State Chooses Job 
The effect is to force the state 
to control labor more and more 
rigidly. If a young German under 
25 decides to be a barber he first 
m ust gf*t permission from the la­ 
bor office, which may decide that 
m ore barbers aren’t a state neces­ 
sity and he had better learn weld­ 
ing. Employes m ust have perm is­ 
sion to quit their jobs, and work­ 
ers in the metal industry, building 
trades, agriculture, and dom estics 
know in advance that they cannot 
get permission. 
At the sam e time retired men in 
their 70s are going back to work, 
and there are 6.600.000 more wo­ 
men at work than in 1929—despite 
Nazi ideology. Goering has reduced 
trades apprenticeships from four 
to three ».r two years, and profes­ 
sional training courses to three 
years to speed tip the flow of new 
workers. 
In a recent article in Goering’s 
“Four 
Year Plan” magazine Dr. 
Friedrich Syrup, president of the 
Reich unemployment insurance bu­ 
reau. wrote that 1939 would be 
marked by intensified labor short­ 
age to meet which “very far-reach­ 
ing m easures are planned.” 
Wages Do Not Rise 
These, he said, “can only be 
justified by . . . state political re­ 
quirem ents 
and 
involve 
firm er 
binding of labor to the factory . . . 
and elimination of wage allure­ 
ments to which excessive labor mo­ 
bility la attributable.”

and the traditional six-month “la­ 
bor service” young Germans spend 
at manual tasks before entering 
m ilitary service. 
How long Germany’s high-pres­ 
sure labor economy can be main­ 
tained is a question.

May 
16, 
during 
which 
time the franchise committee will 
make a study of the situation and 
offer recommendations as to the 
position to be taken by city in the 
plan to substitute busses. 
Firm Would Give $500 
Mayor Howard 
L. 
Kelley told 
’ council the streetcar company, by 
the terms of its franchise, would 
contribute $500 for the removal of 
its tracks if the city decided on 
that course. The rails also would 
become the property of the city 
should they be lifted he said. 
The mayor said the only way to 
improve the streets would he to lift 
the bricks and remove the rails, 
which he said could be easily done. 
A ne#- sand or slag base then would 
be placed under the bricks. Street­ 
car tracks occupy parts of Main, 
Lisbon, 17th and Third sts. and 
Wells and Clark aves. 
The present streets were con­ 
structed in 1933. when the city en­ 
tered into a 25-year franchise with 
the street car company. The Wells­ 
ville franchise is unlike 
that 
in 
East Liverpool, 
which 
permitted 
the company to substitute busses 
for streetcars any time. 
An ordinance recommended 
by 
the board of health regulating sale 
and distribution 
of

Sale Restricted 
By the terms of the bill the sale 
of such materials is restricted to 
registered pharmacists or upon or­ 
der of a licensed physician. The 
sale is also limited to persons over 
the age of 18 years or married peo­ 
ple. A penalty of a fine not to ex­ 
ceed HOO is provided. It originally 
provided a jail sentence, but the 
clause was deleted upon recom­ 
mendation of Mayor Kelley.

Mayor Kelley told council the title 
to the property across the cinder 
fill was cleared last week with its 
sale by the court’s order to C. W. 
Arnold of Wellsville. By the terms 
of an offer to Wellsville council 
about two years ago, the commis­

property and promised the state 
w-ould construct the road as soon 
as the title, then In the courts, 
could he cleared. 
Committee To Confer 
Construction of this road, it was 
pointed out, eliminated the need of 
a new bridge across Little Yellow 
creek. A committee consisting of

Kesscl, W. J. Haugh, George White, 
II. H. Myers and S. J. Adams was 
appointed by President E. P. Neitz

Indifferent Life 
For instance, 
the round-worm! 
U nless a round worm finds a hu­ 
man host, it leads a com pletely in­ 
different life. It can live on the 
cold ground, in ponds, rivers or 
plants, but it does not under these 
circum stances grow or reproduce. 
It is extrem ely resistant to chem i­ 
cals, and my friend. Professor J. P. 
Day, who has devoted his life to the 
study of worms, showed me last 
year a round-worm that he had kept 
in a solution of formaldehyde for 
48 hours. 
It may enter the body from eat­ 
ing contam inated 
fruit. 
But. cu­ 
riously, the usual way is by eating 
dirt. Strange as this sounds, chil-1 
dren habitually pick up dirt and 
eat it. 
The parasite passes through the j 
stom ach, and in the upper part of 
the intestine it goes through a va-:

The 
larvae 
worm s work their way through the 
w all of the intestine, enter the 
blood stream and get to the lungs. 
A condition that closely resem bles 
pneumonia often results. The poor 
child who is thus afflicted coughs 
up the worms, sw allow s som e of 
them and in the intestine they start 
life all over again. By this time 
they are so adult that they do not 
attem pt to penetrate the intestine 
any more but are dormant. 
Diagnosis 
D iagnosis in the late stage is 
easy, but during the period when 
the worms are in the lungs many a 
doctor ha* been fooled Into calling 
th* 
syndrome 
pneumonia. 
T h e 
mother has a much better chance 
of m aking the proper diagnosis, 
providing that she knows of the 
possibility of round-worm infection 
of the lungs, because she is more 
likely to see the worms coughed up. 
Treatm ent Is very sim ple and sat­ 
isfactory. In spite of the fact that 
Professor Day’s worm lived in for­ 
maldehyde, there is one chem ical 
that the round-worm cannot stand. 
That is oil of chenopodium: it Is 
given in doses of three 
to five 
minims.

Is there such a 
group or Is it just a nickname for 
some other spot?” 
Well, there is a group known as 
the Lofoten Islands, and a very fas­ 
cinating group it is. too. The Lofo­ 
ten* provide a highlight of some of 
the North Cape cruises, so popular 
lo summer, aud those travelers fa­ 
miliar with northern Norway know 
the group, which is situated be­ 
tween Bodo and Tromso on the 
north Norway coast. 
The islands are beautiful In sum­ 
mer but It Is in spring that they 
■ re most interesting. 
Norway still 
Jives by the sea and. in 
these 
Islands the fishing fleet gathers 
each spring to snare the spring 
runs of spawning cod. As many aa 
25 million cod are said to be caught 
by the Island fleet during a good 
year, and so during fishing time 
the Lofotens offer a scene of dra­ 
matic activity. 
And, as lf inspired by all the ex­ 
citement and the tumult, the Aur­ 
ora Borealis turns on its weird dis­ 
play to light the night with flash­ 
ing flames of violet, green and yel­ 
low'. A prelude to the phenomenon 
takes place each evening as the 
fishing fleet sails Into port with 
thousands of colored signal lights 
bobbing to the motion of the sea. 
Beauty In Summer 
But the summer visitor from the 
cruise ships doesn't see anything 
of the fishing fiesta lighted by 
Mother Nature. 
For at the end of 
April, quiet settlea on the Lofotens 
as the fleet pushes on to follow 
the migrations of the codfish north- 
wsrd. 
Then tho Aurora Borealis 
yields to the magic of the Midnight 
bun, and In the light of its vari­ 
colored rays, the Lofotens' snow 
capped peaks present a display all 
their own. 
Millions of birds flock 
to nest in the crags then, and their 
■oaring 
flights 
are 
silhouetted 
against the back-drop of the white 
mountain 
peaks.

while the 
laouthem lands have their flowers. 
(their

^breezes, the hardy north has Its 
own brand of beauty, with magical 
lighting effects thrown In. 
A visit to the Lofotens In the 
torsi Interlude.

But in Czechoslovakia he has 
violated this principle. And in de­ 
fending the violation, he revives 
the concept of the hegemony of 
one nation over half of Europe, and 
eventually, therefore, over all. 
This concept was the cause of 
the last war; it was the cause of 
the revolt of Germany under Hit­ 
ler; It will he the cause of the 
next war, lf the next war comes. 
In 
taking Czechoslovakia 
the 
Nazi government propelled Europe 
toward an abyss. 


t T IS no argument for Hitler to 
I say 
that 
Masaryk 
made 
the 
same mistake. It la no argument to 
appeal against the treaty of Ver­ 
sailles. What Hitler did in Czecho­ 
slovakia was Versailllsm on a more 
brutal and prodigious scale with 
out even those considerations of 
Justice, those provisions for minor- 
ity and property rights, which Ver­ 
sailles. at least did incorporate. 
The President's appeal was a cry 
not to do this all over again; not, 
all over again to sow the dragon’s 
teqih for another titantc struggle; 
not to act as though human beings 
were the creatures of blind fate, 
hut to admit that they have a will 
and that mankind has a common 
destiny. 
Tile hope to avert war, the hope 
th a t we shall begin, at long last, 
to make peace lies In Germany. 
It Is a great people, the German 
people. It Is a people with an enor 
mons capacity for righteousness 
The righteous wrath of the Ger 
mans has been on Hitler's side in 
so far as his aims—whatever his 
methods—were In conformity with 
Hie German sense of justice. This 
column believes that from the be­ 
ginning I hey were deceived. This 
column has believed, from the hp 
ginning, that what has happened 
would happen. Now the German 
people, too, are beginning to see 
They will forgive blindness; they 
have themselves been blinded. But 
they will not, in the long run, for 
give baseness. 
The answer to Hitler's speech is 
not confusion and division; It is 
not to fall into a carefully prepar 
ed trap baited with our own de­ 
bate. The answer must be raini­ 
ness. confidence, and a clearer vl 
aion of Hie future that must come 
if the world Is again to be serene

There was another wrench 
for both of them yesterday when 
McCarthy wrote “ Dahlgren, I B ” on 
a slip of paper and pinned it to the 
dugout But you can bet they both 
are happier today than they have 
been any time this spring. 
There had been s painful ordeal 
for both men, fading player and 
sentimental, 
grateful

from the day the Yankees started 
training In St. Petersburg. Gehrig, 
one of the greatest stars the game 
has known, wanted to keep his rec­ 
ord Intact for one more season. 
He trted with a fearful Intensity 
to get the bounce back In hts 35- 
year-old legs and to regain the 
hatting eye that for 13 years drove 
in more than IOO runs each sear 
son and five times led the Amer­ 
ican league in that vital depart­ 
ment. He wore a rubber shirt and 
worked himself half to death. 
But even in the Florida sun it 
waa all too evident Lou finally had 
shot both barrels. A winter of com­ 
plete idleness, spent mostly in his 
fishing boat off Long Island, had 
stiffened up bis muscles to where 
they couldn’t respond agata. 
He gloomed about the dugout, 
and his teammates didn't know 
what to say to him. They were pull­ 
ing for him, but the ball players 
never try to offer sympathy to a 
mate who la In a slump. They give 
him advice only when he asks for 
it. There waa nothing much they 
could have told Lou, anyway. He 
knew the trouble.

REGULARITY IN TOILET 
HABITS GET EMPHASIS 


By the tim e a child is two years 
old he should have regular toilet 
habits. If he wets his bed or cloth­ 
ing often, either he is not well or 
else he is in danger of form ing a 
bad habit. The first thing to do is 
to take him to a doctor for an ex­ 
am ination. If th ere is no physical 
cause for bed-wetting, then patient 
training is necessary. 
First, Interest the child in over­ 
coming the condition. 
Do not try 
to sham e him. or hum iliate him by 
talking about his difficulty before 
others. Make him feel he can over­ 
come the tendency.

Perhaps he bites his 
finger trails, chew s his pencil, w rig­ 
gles, or m ust alw ays he m oving

Fortunately the m odern elem en­ 
tary school affords a variety ot ac­ 
tiv ities 
for

they are allow ed to m ove around 
freely so long as they do not d is­ 
turb other children. 
But to m ove around alm ost con­ 
stan tly m ay not alw ays help the 
w riggler; it m ay m ake him w a g ­ 
g le more, indeed. Som e high-strung 
m others m ust be in constant ac­ 
tion, even when they easily could 
be lolling. But they have never 
learned 
to 
discipline 
them selves 
to loll. 
One woman w rites: 
“My little girl is l l years old, 
in the sixth grade. She has made 
wonderful m arks at school. . . . 
“She is alw ays a very nervous 
high-strung 
child. 
When 
reading 
sh e tw itch es the corners of her 
m outh. She bites her finger nails 
so badly, you can hardly tell she 
b as any, and I have tried every­ 
thing to stop her. I have had her 
m anicured, bought her a m anicure 
set, hut have had no su ccess. 
“W hen she te lls anything or is 
talking to som eone,- sh e pinches 
her- fingers and is not conscious 
o f it . . . And she gets so nervous 
over gettin g her lessons for school. 
“I do want her to stop biting her 
nails, tw itching the corners of her 
mouth. 
“I am the cause of her ways, be­ 
cause I am so extrem ely nervous 
and I arn so easily irritated. I just 
scream at her. It's a wonder she 
d oes as well a s sh e does. Can I 
overcom e my w ays at the age ot 
ti, or has it gone too far?” 
Sh e was told: 
“P erhaps you need the advice 
of a 
physician 
for yourself aud 
child. Certainly you need a com ­ 
p lete rest. lf possible go off for a 
vacation and leave the child with 
dad. And don't condem n yourself; 
you 
have 
tried 
hard. 
W hile 
at 
hom e. lfU m any things go undone. 
Ju s t loll for se veral short periods 
a day 
and lie down for an hour 
daily You can eventually get your­ 
self in hand. 
“P le as e m ake up your m ind th at 
you c an n o t cure the m outh tw itch­ 
ing and nail-biting by talk. Ignore 
them . T h e child w ill im prove as 
ahe grow s m ore calm , as you grow 
m ore serene. Perhaps sh e should 
et ay out of school a day or half­ 
day a week. H ave her lie down 
h alf an hour each day as she re­ 
turns 
from 
school 
and 
an 
hour 
Saturday and Sunday afternoons. 
R etire your radio. Keep her from 
the 
m ovies 
for 
several 
m onths. 
Try to have m ore fun aud laugh­ 
ter in the family.**

No 
judge ever had a higher regard for 


precedent than an infant has. The 
longer the practice continues the 
more pain it will cost all concerned 
to discontinue it. As soon as you 
think you have yourself com pletely 
under 
control, 
announce 
to 
the 
child as he goes to bed: “W hen you 
awaken tonight you w ill have to 
stay iii your own bed You are get­ 
ting big now .” Then be prepared to 
let this child cry for several hours, 
if necessary, 
In case you dread the disapproval 
of the neighbors, it m ight be well 
to apprise them of your plans ex­ 
plaining to them that you desire to 
settle the problem once and for all, 
with their com fort in mind quite as 
much as your own. If they are at 
all reasonable they w ill see that 
your plan is sensible and practical. 
But if they don’t see it so now they 
will later, provided you have the 
stuff of character to carry the m at­ 
ter through. After it Is settled you 
will wonder why you had not done 
it long ago. 
Infants In The Kitchen 
Q 
My bally, l l m o n th s of age, 
likes to be in tile kitchen with me. 
But I know it is a dangerous place. 
R ecently he has reached for things 
above him on the table by the 
kitchen sink 
I'm afraid h e’ll pull 
som ething hot upon him or seize 
som e sharp tool. 
A. The kitchen is a dangerous 
place for your tot. it also is the 
most 
interesting 
place, 
offering 
rich educational 
opportunities to 
him. H ave a low sh elf or box away 
from the sink aud stove in which 
are m any pans, lids and the like. 
T hese /ire fascinating toys. Train 
him new never to reach above him, 
as to the kitchen table or the stove. 
Give him Im m ediate physical pain 
every tim e he does, preferably a 
few sm acks on his bate bottom. 
Make it hurt and allow no excep­ 
tions. If you are vigilant and con­ 
sistent he will learn very quickly 
avoid reaching above him in the 
kitchen. T his learning will guaran­ 
tee him against very serious haz­ 
ard. even m ight be the m eans of 
saving his precious life

Parents Advised To Agree Upon Severity, 
Form Of Punishment To Be Given Children 


Correction In Early Years Held Most Effective In 
Training Youngsters—Physical Pain Important 


Some punishm ent in the child's 
upbringing, especially in hie early 
years, ia necessary. It is m ost ef­ 
fective and least frequent when 
both parents, even before the child 
is first punished, sit down together 
and agree on the exact type of pun­ 
ishm ent they will employ and the 
situations th at w ill w arrant pun­ 
ishm ent. Then they will confer and 
revise th eir plans and procedures 
from tim e to time. 
Particularly in the early 
years, 
the punishm ent should be {medi­ 
ate or not at all; and don't worry 
about suiting the punishm ent to the 


offense, especially 
in 
the 
early 
years. T he 
essential principle is 
to m ake so unpleasant the forbid­ 
den a c t th at it will hardly be re­ 
peated. Physical pain is probably 
tho best punishm ent from the tim e 
th e child begins to toddle until he 
will stay where he is put. T hereaf­ 
ter, instead 
of corporal 
punish­ 
m ent. assign him to sit say 20 m in­ 
utes* doing nothing, w here yon can 
see him. At home, this is b etter as 
• nile than isolation. 
Deny Child Privilege* 
As the chih! grows older, depriv­ 
ing him of certain privileges after 
doing wrong may be added. But for 


him to have to sit and do nothing 
may be effective till the age of 12 
or 14. 
Don't use your tongue to punish. 
Scolding, ridiculing, sham ing 
are 
not good. Nor is it wise to tug at 
j the child's heartstrings, pretcjiding 
! that he has b urt your feelings. If 
he has beeu naughty and is to be 
punished for it, let him aion** pet 
the punishm ent, let only him suffer 
I for his wrong behavior. 
Avoid punishm ent on the install­ 
m ent ptan. 
Choose 
the kind and 
severity of punishm ent th at you be­ 
lieve will bring the desired effect 
aud let the m atter be as a closed 
book, never to be brought up again. 
Long Punishm ent Bad 
Long. drawn-out punishm ents at 
any age are bad. K a youngster of 
three or eight is to be sentenced to 
sit half an hour, let th ere be just 
one sitting, not a half hour on sev­ 
eral successive days. W hy will so 
many teachers punish children by 
denying them their privilege of the 
recess for one, two or three w eeks? 
Why will parents punish children 
from ten to 16 in like fashion, deny­ 
ing them the privilege of freedom 
in th e afternoon or evening for 
days and wrecks at a stretch ? If 
there m ust be punishm ent, let It be 
as near the offense as possible and 
all happen during the sam e day or 
hour. Then let this ptinishm ent al­ 
ways follow the sam e offense 
as 
night fellows day. 
W hile it m ight seem effective to 
send the naughty child to bed. or 
make him memorize a bit of verse 
or prose, it will tend to m ake this 
child dislike going to bed at other 
tim es and to h ate the verses mem­ 
orised or, indeed, all such litera­ 
ture.

He knows the clock has no emo­ 
tions, it get* no headache, never 
gets nervous.

A* a rule, teacher* are very 
much m ore considerate of children 
and employ m ore hum ane aud ef­ 
fective punishm ent* than do the 
children * parents. But when a child 
w ith an understanding parent ha* 
a teacher who resort* to unwise 
mod*** of discipline, hi* parent na­ 
turally is distressed. 
A case in point is reported by a 
Bay S tate m other: 
“My son. Peter, is five aud a t­ 
tends* kindergarten. He is an ex­ 
trem ely active boy. although a t 
school he is tim id and veiy slow. 
. . . I am a form er teacher having 
a college degree. . . . 
"Today 
he 
cam e 
home 
from 
school with swollen eyes, saying he 
never wanted to go back to school. 
I called hi* teacher for an explana­ 
tion of w hat happened. She told me 
th a t the seat work was cutting-out, 
and he was doing very well when 
suddenly be burst into tears . He 
agitated her so she put hint in a 
dark closet until he stopped cry­ 
in g ” 
Teacher Unwise 
Obviously, this teacher w as un­ 
wise She should have tried to find 
out why th a t little child was weep­ 
ing to soothe him and divert his 
a ’tention from the source of dis­ 
tress. And, of all things, to put a 
child in a dark closet! 
W hen we are sure a teacher dis­ 
ciplines our child unwisely, it is 
not easy to know w hat is best to do 
U sually we lose balance then and 
k*t ourselves grow agitated, 
even 
in the presence of the child, when 
th e effect on him is bad. B 's the 
tim e to pray for poise and self-con­ 
trol. 
. 
Such an Incident as the one u*' 
scribed is so serious th at you hard­ 
ly could risk its repetition. Yet. 
you m ust be clever enough to win 
the teacher’s co-operation. To an ­ 
tagonize her is to pile up m ore suf­ 
fering for your child. Therefore. 
t hen you telephone her or go to see 
hei bo foire to have perfect self­ 
control. Go to persuade and win, 
not to condemn 
and 
antagonize. 
make c h a r to t i e teacher you ex­ 
pect her to m anage the child aa 
she sees fit, but endeavor to atli act 
h e r to the way you see. And good

And 
now parents insist on inflicting this 
prim itivism , this pathetic infantil­ 
ism of the race, on their children, 
forcing them to think magically, 
m iraculously, forcing them to hab­ 
ituate them selves to the technique 
of dream y wish fulfillm ent rath er 
than guiding them into the noble 
technique of observation, explora­ 
tion, 
experim ent 
and 
objective 
achievem ent.” 
Those who use the wold children 
as vaguely as th is w riter has used 
it always irk me. 
Do they mean 
children of two, three, six. IO, 15 
or 20? 
Who can tell? 
It seem s to 
me that they, as representatives 
of scholarship, owe it to their read­ 
ers and them selves not to w rite so 
carelessly. 
Parents ‘Bestow’ Tales 
Maybe I am wrong, but I assum e 
that he had in mind the child from 
two to five or six. since he refers 
to parents “inflicting” fairy tales 
ou their children. 
Does he mean 
m ost parents? 
I wonder where he 
got his “facts?" 
From all I eau gather, most par­ 
ents do not “inflict” fairy tales 
upon their children, 
hut 
bestow 
them . L ittle children beg for fairy 
tales. 
Relatively 
few parents, it 
seem s, 
force children 
to 
“think 
magically, m iraculously.” R elative­ 
ly few intelligent parents attem pt 
to fool their children, from three 
to six say, to believe the fairy tales 
are true. Very early the child, of­ 
ten as early as three or four, knows 
that these tales are mere make-be- 
live. 
The child from two to five or six 
norm ally lives in a world of fancy. 
Why should hard-headed adults a t­ 
tem pt to force stern realities upon 
him ? 
All too soon he m ust he 
cram ped in feeling and im agination 
by the cruel m achine world which 
closes in upon him. 
G re a t M en K n e w S tories 
Let this w riter read the biogra­ 
phies of the scientists of the world 
and he will learn th at many of them 
were filled with fairy tales in their 
early years. 
He also will learn 
that side by side with their fancies 
often ran rich interests in observa­ 
tion of the real about them, and of 
casual relationships. 
My 
own 
children 
deliberately 


were cram m ed with fairy tales in 
their pre-school years 
but they, 
long before entering school, seem ­ 
ed to have no difficulty at discrim ­ 
inating between the objective and 
the fanciful.

D. in plant 
physiology. 
H is sister is teaching 
home economics. The youngest ex­ 
cels in science and m athem atics. 
I happened to be one of the “Peo­ 
ple (who) have a curious notion 
that fairy tales build up the im ag­ 
inative life of children," and have 
elaborated on this point of view in 
my latest book.

Must Suit Interest 
A good toy suits the age aud in­ 
terest of the child. If it is too 
young for him, it will offend his 
Pride or hinder him from growing 
®ot of babyhood. If it is too old. 
you will have to operate the toy 
yourself, rendering the child de­ 
pendent on you for am usem ent. 
Most parents select toys too old, 
ainee they like to think their child 
Precocious, and since it gives them 
•stisfaction to feel that the child 
will need their help. Yet, as a rule, 
there it no playm ate like the play­ 
mate of the child’s own age. A toy 
Which he finds attractive when he 
Pl*}# alone or with other chHdreu 
*• a valuable one. The well-edu­ 
cated toddler plays for hours and 
hours at a tim e alone, asking for 
bo help, and for hours a n d hours 
Bleo with other children his own 
**e. 
In choosing a toy, then, select 
bn* which is to be operated by the 
child, lf there are several children 
to the family, consider each child’s 
•*e and interest. Observing care­ 
fully. yon will know how each one 
is likely to respond to a toy be­ 
fore it is given to him. 
Select toys on the basis of in­ 
dividual ownership. Much common 
property leads to constant quar­ 
reling. There should be of course, 
one or several toys, such as a slide, 
hobby horse or teeter-totter, with 
which the children, 
like 
adults, 
may learn to take turns. Yet, for 
the most part, let each one have 
his own things, of which he is 
•ole owner. 
Don’t give two children, even 
twins, duplicate toys. Though to do 
so might avoid tem porary strife. 
it encourages selfishness and re­ 
moves the urge to exchange. If. on 
the other hand, one child has a 
cart and the other a wagon, they 
will find occasion to co-operate. 
Question Of Safety 
In selecting playthings for your 
child, ask yourself a few ques­ 
tions: 
Is the toy suited to the 
Child’s age? Can he enjoy It w ith­ 
out the ald of an older person? How 
long will your child be Interested in 
it? How long will it last? Is it 
safe? A few strudy toys are much 
Petter than many fragile ones.

Meal Time Discussion Often 


Proves Valuable. Gives 


Youngster Poise 


k seems there I* iwMh,Hg at 
achoo! or in the home that offers 
**> many possibilities for the edu 
cation of the growing child as tho 
family meal. 
With ail the family about th* 
table, in a honve where children 
•re encouraged to talk but l«*t 
°:]}ers ^ k , where the parents aud 
older 
children 
discuss 
m atters 
worth talking about, and where 
each member of the family exec 
elses great regard for the rights 
and feelings of every other mem­ 
ber. the family meal is of 
benefit. 
But the dinner bour carmot be 
educationally wholesome iu a jit­ 
tery atmosphere. There must be an 
air of calm, poise and composure. 
How can It be with the radio 
• -roaring? If the “straws*' are fair 
sam ple, at lea* a third of the 
famine* of America have the radio 
turned on during the droner hour. 
Then, either there Is silence by the 
parents and children, or the talk 
i* loud enough to rise above the 
din 
each member of the family 
talking a little louder than the 
other, each a little more vexed and 
agitated. 
Except for soft. quiet music. 
radio programs and n.*als don't 
mix well. One may know homes in 
which the dinner hour with the 
family together is considered so 
precious that always then the radio 
is silent. 
Most specialists in the field of 
child guidance advise parents to 
keep children away from the fam­ 
ily dinner table until 
they are 
eight or nine. They, of course, are 
thinking of the child* eating prob­ 
lems. not his social education. For­ 
tunate are those children whose 
parents have the wisdom and self. 
control to train their tots to learn 
to eat well and enjoyably with the 
family group, as early as the child 
can do so without undue fatigue. 
You know what Benjamin Prank 
Bn tells In his autobiography about 
fits education at tile dinner table 
Referring to his father. h« writes: 
At his table he liked to have, as 
ofter, as he could, some sensible 
f i loud 
or neighbor 
to 
converse 
with, and always took 
care to 
stait some ingenious or useful topic 
for discourse, which might tend to 
improve the minds of his children. 
1 By this means he turned our al- 
tention to what was good. just, and 
prudent in tile conduct of life; and 
little or no notice was ever taken 
of alia! relabel to the victuals on 
the table, whether It was well or 
ill dressed, in or out of season, of 
R<K»d or bad flavor, preferable or 
inferior to this or that other thing 
of the kind, so that I was brought 
up in such a perfect inattention 
to those m atters as to be quite in­ 
different what kind of food was 
set h"fore me, and so unobservant 
of It. that to this day if I am ask 
ed I can scare fell a few hours af­ 
ter dinner what I dined upon 
‘ This iuis been a convenience to 
me in traveling, where my compan­ 
ions have been sometimes very un­ 
happy for want of a suitable grati­ 
fication of their more delicate, be­ 
cause better instructed, tastes and 
appetite s.”

Definite Sense Of Responsibility, 
Self Control Held Need Of Youth 


Doctor Says Children From So-Called Better Families 


Would Benefit Most From Restrained Privileges 


By GARRY C. MYERS, Rh. D. 
Perhaps you will agree with me 
that there never was a time when 
self control, persistence in the face 
of difficulties and a sense of per­ 
sonal responsibility were quito so 
essential to useful, happy living 
as now. You also will agree, per­ 
haps, that these virtues are seri­ 
ously lacking today in the rank 
and file of youth, especially among 
the “over-privileged.” 
But let use not put the blame on 
the young people. They are the 
products of the prevailing philoso­ 
phy of education. Those educators 
to the left hold, for example, that 
the child should be allowed to do 
about what he wants to do and not 
be made to do anything be does 
not want to do. 
Although 
these 
same 
philoso­ 
phers talk tttueh about the dangers 
of running away from difficulty 
and the virtue of facing reality, 
their whole scheme obviously ren­ 
ders escape from hard things easy. 
Accordingly, many a bright child 
in the ultra-modern school doesn’t 
learn the alphabet of “boning.” of 
mastering useful facts or skills 
with persistence aud self-discipline. 
‘Better Families' Mentioned 
It has always seemed to me that 
the children who could profit most 
from self control, persistence aud 
responsibilities are those from the 
so-called better families. Yet, it ap­ 
pears that parents most ready to 
accept the extreme philosophy of 
no restraint and no coercion—of 


lotting children do about as they 
wish — have been those parents 
from among the intelligentsia, with 
good family background# and fav­ 
orable economic opportunities, who 
themselves learned in childhood 
and youth self control, persistence 
and ability to bear responsibility 
to a fairly high degree. It is their 
children, as a rule, who attend tho 
“ultra-progressive” schools. 
There are some notable excep­ 
tions. For example, a number of 
the most Influential families of 
Cincinnati, including the grandchil­ 
dren 
of two former presidents, 
have attended the Lotspeich school 
of that city, where the virtue# of 
self control, persistence and hard 
work are frankly held foremost. 
Children Are Happy 
I have been an admiring observ­ 
er of that school and the philoso­ 
phy of its director. Mrs. Helen Lot­ 
speich, for years 
The children there are happy. 
They are skilfully taught, yet know 
what it is to work hard. They learn 
the good old virtues from precepts 
as well as practice. 
It was my privilege recently to 
speak before the parents of this 
school. I heard one mother say her 
11-year-old boy was requested at 
home to mow the lawn regularly 
but objected because “none of the 
other boys had such Jobs.” Mrs. 
Lotspeich quickly replied: “Calmly 
tell your boy that you have no re­ 
sponsibility for what other People's 
children do but that In your home

During 1938 Mrs. Carpenter mads 
periodic pre-natal visits to lf pa­ 
tients and was called to attend 
i i mothers after the arrival of 
their babies. Sixtes* babies wsrs 
admitted to the weighing station 
which is conducted in tbs depart­ 
ment of the health quarters in 
tbs municipal building each Wed­ 
nesday afternoon.

Children Should Be Dressed 


Inconspicuously To Avoid 


Being Called ‘Different' 


T he clothes a child w ears af­ 
fect 
his 
personality, lf he sup­ 
poses they are very different in 
style from those worn by most of 
his 
playm ates, even 
though 
his 
clothes are much more expensive, 
he may feel inferior. Although he 
is not conscious 
th at 
bis 
dress 
m akes him seem odd. the peculiar 
I espouse to him on this account 
by other children m ay make him 
feel 
uncom fortable 
w ithout 
his 
knowing why. 
A chapter on “Clothes and P er­ 
sonality", in one of Dr. G arry C. 
M yer's books, says: 
"The child of three or IO. dressed 
very differently from those with 
whom he mingles, is told by other 
children th at be is different. So 
long as clothes are neat and clean 
and tidy, and not noticeably differ­ 
en t in style from those worn by the 
child's associates, rem arks of dis­ 
approval are seldom made. The eco­ 
nomic status of a child s parents 
need not affect his dress in these 
modern days when styles are wide­ 
ly standardized and when there is 
little financial inducem ent for par­ 
ents. how ever poor, to make their 
children's clothes. . . . 
How They’re Acquired 
“No doubt m ost w orries and sen­ 
sitiveness of children about clothes, 
especially of adolescent children, 
sre acquired by the expressed anx­ 
ieties of their parents and other 
adults w ith whom they mingle. . . . 
P aren ts of average and very lim­ 
ited m eans are inclined to dress 
th eir children better than they can 
afford, thus laying the foundation 
of an unreasonable expectation in 
these m atters. . . . Some children, 
before school age, are forever teas­ 
ing 
their 
parents 
to 
purchase 
clothes like those a playm ate has. 
E ternal strife to keep up with the 
Joneses brings endless grief to con­ 
testan ts lagging far behind, and in 
the race the also-rans are the keen­ 
est sufferers from hum iliation that 
m ay linger longer. 
Expect Sacrifices 
“The child who w ears 
a 
fine 
quality of clothes, bought a t un­ 
reasonable personal sacrifice by his 
p arents 
or 
some 
other 
person, 
com es to expect continued sacri­ 
fices from them , and loses to that 
degree an appreciation of the cost 
entailed and the experiences need­ 
ful to self preparation for earning 
his own clothes by and by. Then, 
with these unhealthy standards set 
and the low standards of self-ac­ 
quirem ent cultivated In the child, 
he is doomed to suffer when left to 
go it alone. Then, the consciousness 
of clothes and the suffering inci­ 
dent to the inability to afford the 
kind he has been trained to have

Mothers Get Tips On Buying 


Garments For Tots 


Go to the infant’s section of a 
good departm ent store and look 
over the clothing for little chil­ 
dren. O bserve the sim plicity of the 
garm ents. See bow few the but­ 
tons—m aybe n o te at all. How very 
large th e buttons and roomy the 
buttonholes. Some garm ents have 
zippers or loose elastic bands—all 
designed to m ake self-dressing by 
the young toddler easy; easy also 
for the father who learns to give 
the necessary help to the little 
child. And such clothes usually are 
inexpensive. 
P arent 
education 
has 
greatly 
modified th e w ants of parents in 
respect to little childen’s clothes 
and books and toys. Some of the 
forward-looking departm ent stores 
have had experts conducting par­ 
ent-child institutes, including d is ­ 
cussion of child developm ent, be­ 
havior 
and 
family 
relationships, 
and presenting as a part of this 
institute exhibits of hooks for par­ 
ents and for children; toys, proper 
clothes and foods for Infants and 
children. Sensible m others, as soon 
as their children grow old enough, 
give them opportunities to help 
choose the garm ents purchased for 
them aud later let those children 
purchase, within a designated bud­ 
get, their own clothes alone. 


Child No Longer Considered Pup, 
Quinea Pig, But Real Personality 


Guidance, Conduct, State Of Happiness Depend Upon 
Wholesome Family Circle Atmosphere— Marital 
Harmony Also Urged In Rearing Infant 


VIT® HAVE come a long way in 
’ * 
our study of the child. For 
many years we talked and wrote 
about the child as if he were a 
pup or guinea pig. T hat w as Just 
child training Now we are think­ 
ing of the child in all bis relation­ 
ships. 
We have learned th at his guid­ 
ance, conduct and state of happi­ 
ness depend upon the whole atm os­ 
phere of the family, even while 
he is a tiny infant, and other the 
parent relationships a re the chief 
factors in creating this atm osphere. 
W e also know th at this child or 
other children in the fam ily g reat­ 
ly affect the father-m other relation­ 
ships. Accordingly, we sre th in k ­ 
ing of the whole family. 
Recently Ohio S tate university 
held a conference, th e “Ohio in­ 
stitu te of 
Fam ily Relations." 
It 
was h*-ld under the auspices of 33 
cooperating organizations of th at 
state, 
each 
interested 
in 
some 
phase of the home and family. 
M aterial relationships w ere em ­ 
phasized most at this conference. 
Yet, at alm ost every step in the 
discussion the borne training of the 
father and m other during child­ 
hood cam e to the fore as the chief 
contributor to m arital success or 
failure. It was evident th a t the 
best training for m arriage and p ar­ 


en th o o d begins w ith the child at 
birth who has parents th at live 
happily together. 
Dr. Jam es S- Plant, psychiatrist 
of Essex County Juvenile Clinic, 
N ew ark 
New 
Jersey, 
forcefully 
drove this idea home before the In­ 
stitute. He held th a t facts about 
sex are of no value to children 
until these children acquire right 
attitu d es and ideals about sex. He 
deplored th e em phasis on sex tech­ 
niques in the literatu re and teach­ 
ings on m arriage adjustm ents, and 
the corresponding neglect of em ­ 
phasis on personal self-discipline 
and exem plary fam ily life for chil­ 
dren who are to be husbands and 
wives. H e m ade us feel that we 
parents from the tim e our children 
are born, even before, are chiefly 
responsible for th eir m arital suc­ 
cess. 
C onsidering th e fam ily 
atm os­ 
phere from the angle of the child 
as an individual later. Professor 
W illiam McDoughall w rites: 
"T he budding em otions and sen­ 
tim ents are molded and encourag­ 
ed along the rig h t lines by ab­ 
sorption of the atm osphere about 
him. But if there are ugly things 
in that atm osphere . . . then, no 
m atter how carefully they may try 
to hide these things, the child will 
suffer some distortion of develop­ 
ment.

Served Time But 
Haven’t Felt Pain 


Discipline With Confinement 


Held Less Successful In 


Home With Only Child 


The fam ous five little sisters o! 
the sam e age have never been 
spanked. 
All of 
them , however, 
have “served tim e in Jail." So we 
learn from an interesting book by 
W illiam E. Blats. Ph. D„ professor 
of child psychology. U niversity of 
Toronto. 
Dr. B lat! has been psychological 
adviser in the training and study 
of the quintuplets. He teJls how 
these children have been trained 
and proposes that all babies and 
young children should he brought 
up according to the psychological 
principles which have bee-n guiding 
factors in th e education of these 
celebrated little girls. 
Should Be Isolated 
Dr. 
Blat* 
m aintains 
that 
the 
young child who behaves in such a 
way as not to be approved by the 
social group of which he is a part, 
should be rem oved — isolated. Ac­ 
cordingly. the hom e of the quints 
is provided w ith a sm all room for 
“so litary 
confinem ent." 
It’s 
a 
“cheerfully decorated’’ room, “ w i t h 
a window opening on tho play­ 
ground.’’ In this room is a chair. 
table and m aterials which the child 
can play with. 
Be it observed th at the quints 


have been disciplined. They p a re 
learned to respect authority. Good! 
The* child 
is 
rem oved 
to the 
•’jail" w henever her behavior is 
such th at it interferes w ith the ac­ 
tivity of tho group, w hether chil­ 
dren or adults. If, for example, she 
grow s too boisterous, refuses to 
brush her teeth or put aw ay her 
toys, into “Jail" she goes a1! alone. 
Dr. B lats insists th at this is not 
punishm ent; it’s just Isolation. W e 
w onder what the quints think it is. 
Jail For Every Home 
It m ight be a good thing if every 
hom e with little children had such 
a "jail.” If all American homes 
were 
so 
provided 
im m ediately, 
w hat a business boom 
w e would 
have! This “scientific Jail” m ight 
be approached if a large glass win­ 
dow were put into the door of a 
“dark closet." 
Dr. Blatz m akes discipline very 
simple for the average m other All 
she needs is to have her babies 
five at a time, with expert guard­ 
ians for them , and a well-equipped 
hom e w ith a “scientific Jail.” He 
seem s to assum e th at isolation of 
the only tot from his parents or 
from an 
older or younger child 
would be the sam e in effect as iso­ 
lation from four sisters of the sam e 
age. You send your naughty three* 
year-old to another room. Suppose 
he ge<8 into m ischief there. Or sup­ 
pose he chooses not to stay there- 
Then w hat? 
Once* the little child has learned 
to stay w here ho is put or ordered, 
w ithout being tied, held or enclos­ 
ed. you can have a “jail" w ithout 
walls in his nervous system . Then 
he can be assigned to sit in a cer­ 
tain place right before your eyes 
To prepare him for this, physical 
pa*n thy m eans of the hand rath er 
than the tongue) will have been 
necessary.

Mental 
Health of the School Child (Syl 
mends).

Dr. Ryan turned attention to the 
need of friendliness rn the class­ 
room. 
stressing, 
In 
forceful 
lan­ 
guage the importance of a sympa­ 
thetic, understanding and consider­ 
ate attitude of the teacher toward 
the 
child. 
Dr. 
Symonds, on 
the 
basis of his researches, re-minded 
that the teacher becomes a kind of 
substitute 
parent and 
that how 
veil the rhild adapts him self at 
school depends on the way he Is 
trotted at home. 
The discussion naturally led to 
consideration of ways and means 
of bridging the gulf between the 
home and school and the need of 
more friendliness between teacher 
and parent, to the end ihat the p^r 
ent-child relations within the fanv 
ily might help further pupil-teaeher 
relationships and vice-versa 
It seems significant that scien­ 
tific 
leaders in education should 
center their attention on mental 
health.

The proud mother looking on 
thought It was very cunning and 
laughed. Irater Toby did likewise 
to others when there was some 
one to laugh at him. Now the lad 
is 18 months of age. When he gets 
v e r y angry at his parents or others, 
he will run at them in rage and bite 
them. Som etim es they will slap him 
— for the very thing they used Ic* 
reward him for doing. 
How many hundred Tobys in the 
world today! 
We gee them, one 
three or 13 years of age. 
Though they don't all ape- ialize 
on biting, they do other things aw 
bad, perhaps, mhhh their own par­ 
ents owed to think were very cun­ 
ning and laugh*-*! at. We naturally 
feel annoyed at the child, but our 
anger is directed at the wrong per­ 
son. The real offenders are his par­ 
ents who encouraged the habit at 
the very time It could easily have 
been 
prevented; 
cr. 
let 
alone, 
might have disappeared of it* own 
accord. 
Saying ugly words 
calling per 


s o n s ugly Darnel and the like often 
have begun In this way. 
Wise parents will not allow them- 
selves to be so childish as to laugh 
at any art or utterance of a child 
J w h ich they will not want this child 
j to repeat habitually several year* 
later. Usually such m atters will be 
Ignored at first. 
• Hut if they show a tendency to 
grow' as habits, instant punishment 
should always follow this undesir. 
able behavior. In some instance#, 
as when the baby calls his parent 
an ugly n a m e or strikes her de­ 
liberately, immediate pain on the 
first offense will be desirable. 
All too many parents, especially 
Dads, will tease the young'ch ild 
just for the fun of making him 
grow angry and do certain anti­ 
social things. Unmarried uncles of- 
ten are the worst offenders. They 
should have more sense. The hard 
thing about it is that the child lab 
er must pay the penalty in punish­ 
ment and unlikable behavior.

When an adult is physically ill 
in the home of the growing cbiid, 
the child suffers from the loss of 
cheer.

According to the 
estim ate of the National Commit­ 
tee for Mental Hygiene, a million 
children now in our public schools 
will break down mentally during 
their lifetim e,

Before the Symposium on Men­ 
tal Health by the Section on Medi­ 
cal Sciences, at a m eeting of the 
American Association for the Ad­ 
vancem ent of Science was reported 
by two eminent experts that "some 
form of mental disease 16 present 
among 15 percent of the popula­ 
tion today and that sooner or later 
mental 
disease 
will 
incapacitate, 
for a time, approximately IO per­ 
cent of the total population.” 
Dr. W arren 
Itunham 
shattered 
the superstition that mental illness 
is a m ajor cause of crim e. “ . . . 
the fact that only one in 58 insane 
persons was a crim inal and only 
one In 77 crim inals was insane 
indicates that mental disorders and 
crim e seldom go together.” Other 
data have been published in recent 
years pointing to a sim ilar conclu­ 
sion. 
It is significant that three days 
were devoted to this symposium on 
mental health and that this section 
of the annual meeting of the scien­ 
tists of America was by far the 
most largely attended section.

Each Home Needs Curfew Laws 
To Lower Delinquency And Crime 


Parents Urged To Train Children Early To Return From 
Play When The Street Lights Are Turned On 


Every now and then some vil­ 
lage. town or sm all city establishes 
a curfew law. But this law rarely 
is enforced By and by It either Is 
repealed 01 Ignored. 
You probably read th e news dis­ 
patch from Cambridge, M ass. indi­ 
cating that efforts a t enforcing a 
curfew law th ere (w here many ed­ 
ucated fam ilies lire) were defeat­ 
ing its own purpose. 
O ne policem an 
was quoted aa 
saying: “Right on the dot of i:3 0 
the streets are suddenly filled with 
boys in short pants and little girls 
in pigtails.” And from another po­ 
licem an: "You might as well try to 
round up a flock of Jack rabbits. 
They scoot around the com er and 
give 
you 
the 
rasxberries 
You 
chase ’em in the front door and 
they slip out the back.” 
Presum ably their parents don’t 
care. Nor are these “jack rabbits” 
only the children of the lees edu­ 
cated and influential parents, but 
often of the m ost highly educated 
and ’’privileged,” in Cam bridge or 
any other place 
It is appalling how many chil­ 
dren. even m ere tots. are wildly 
running about on the streets after 
dark, even late at night. 
In sm aller cities the lighting is 
poorer than in the larger cities and 
there are more open spaces, m ore 
opportunities for getting into devil­ 
try. 
This, of course, is one more evi­ 
dence of the growing laxity Pf 
home control of youngsters. But 
are parents not doing about as they 
have been told by many of oui so­ 
called child experts to dp? This 
problem 
may 
continue 
to 
grow 
more serious until those parents of 
the ‘‘better hom es” stiffen up and 
control 
their children, from the 
tiros the tots can toddle. 
L et these “b etter” parents estab­ 
lish a curfew law In their homes, 
and the less privileged parents will 


im itate 
them. 
Then 
delinquency 
aad crime will undoubtedly show 
a marked decrease after five years 
or so. 
But this e ss hardly happea until 
tats 
“better" parents 
turn 
away 
from 
following 
after 
the 
false 
prophets of no-reatraUU and center 
their attention on good citizen strip 
ta their growing children. 
Parents, whose children are be­ 
ginning to 
toddle, 
should 
train 
their youngsters now to com e in 
from play out-of-doors Immediately 
when tho street lights are turned 
on. If the child is taught early to 
mind, this very definite, sim ple 
rule easily can be enforced. Con 
state ally enforced is the home of 
love, cooperation and companion­ 
ship till the child is in his teens. 
It will cary on in principle, chiefly 
through self-m anagem ent, as the 
child grows older.

“Dear I>r. Myers: I have been 
leading your column for years and 
have found many good suggestions 
in it. You had a recent article on 
the cross-eyed chiki. 
•Have you ever considered the 
bow-legged child? He also suffers 
untold agonies and ridicule from 
thoughtless people. Can you im­ 
agine what it means to a young 
gill or boy not to be able to go 
* a intitling or for a girl not to be 
able to wear shorts Uke the rest 
of the ‘gang?* I thing it would be 
a good idea if in some of your 
articles you would tell parents to 
correct this fault in their child 
before it is too late. It can be done 
if parents are not too careless or 
ignorant.” 
This mother has made a good 
point. Bowed legs can be prevent­ 
ed by proper diet and proper medi­ 
cal c a t e . it can even be corrected 
in the eat ly >ears. Just how late 
in the «bild's life this correction 
should be attempfed. only the bone 
expert can safely advise. Those 
parents concerned should ask their 
family doctor to refer them to the 
proper specialist, or should write 
t o the public health office of t h e 
citjf. county or state. 
Bow-legs result from insufficient 
bono food and generally indicate 
ricbitis, an ailment commonly call­ 
ed rickets. Among the preventive 
Divans are sunshine and its near­ 
est 
substitute, 
cod-liver 
oil. 
or 
other deep sea fish oils; milk, vege­ 
tables aud fruit. 
Beguess of legs is first manifest 
to the average infant when the 
child begins to stand and walk, 
thikugh the causes may have devel­ 
oped much earlier. 
Of course, the normal child's 
legs are bowed some at birth. Also 
the child with ample diet, sunshine 
a n d cod-liver oil. if greatly over­ 
weight, 
might, 
by 
standing 
too 
luiig at a stretch or too much, 
in the early stages of his standing 
and walking, acquire bowed legs. 
Bowed legs and awkward placing 
of Ole feet. moreover, may be caus­ 
ed by improper shoes. Obviously, 
th© earlier such errors are dealt 
with by a properly trained expert, 
th© easier and more certain the 
correction.

Parents Should 
Teach Children 
Their Religion 


It seems that most persons* who 
have religious convictions and are 
able to live by them gain consider­ 
able satisfaction therefrom. Good 
mental hvgiene values In religion, 
and possibilities for family unity 
and moral growth also come from 
religion. Perhaps it is fortunate 
that there are so many different 
types of religious beliefs and prac­ 
tices. since they appeal to so many 
different types of persons. 
Some parent* conscientiously be­ 
lieve they should not try to expose 
the child to formal religions educa­ 
tion. but should let him decide, by 
and by. what faith he shall be ex­ 
posed to. That is the privilege, of 
course, of all parents. 
This reasoning seems 
entirely 
false. These same parents would 
hatdly trust to th© child's deciding 
whether or not he should go to 
school, or whether he should learn 


to read and write and spell. Many 
parents also will lean backward to 
keep from indoctrinating their chil­ 
dren. shying from their questions 
about th© parents’ own belief*. We 
and our children gain best values 
when we frankly tell them what 
we do believe. Indoctrinate them? 
Yes, so long as we make it a mat­ 
ter of persuasion and avoid coer­ 
cion. even by emotional appeal. 
When your child asks you what you 
believe in regard to this or that, 
why not tell him as well as you ar© 
able? When he is in a favorable 
attitude, why not go further and 
occasionally “get over” more of 
your beliefs? 
lf we have convictions—unfortu­ 
nately. many of us do not — and 
possess the character to abide by 
them, why should w e be ashamed 
of them or try to hide them from 
the child we love? Don’t we lose 
something in our comradeship with 
him if we do? If. by our daily liv­ 
ing in the family, we can prove 
that our faith is workable and sue 
cess in winning and maintaining 
the continuous devotion and es­ 
teem and comradeship of our chil­ 
dren, they will be inclined to want 
to imitate our attitudes and ideal* 
and habits, even our religion.

q OME NICKNAMES grow out of

For the child who likes his nick­ 
name. its use by any one is whole­ 
some, as a rule. But when it annoys 
him. harm .is done. 
Csually 
the 
nickname 
which 
vexes its owner most and does most 
harm to his personality is the name 
which describes some rather unde­ 
sirable trait, or some trait which 
has been ridiculed, such as Half 
Pint, Bed, Skinny, 
Tub, 
Squint. 
Adolescent children ar cr especially 
sensitive about such names. 
Suppose your child Is made un­ 
happy over his nickname. You, of 
course, never will use it, and you 
will persuade the other members of 
the family to address him only by 
hie proper name. You may be able 
to enter into the confidence of his 
leading comrades so as to win them 
to your practice, and they, in turn, 
may convert other* among this suf­ 
ferer's friends. 
In the meanwhile, provided you 
and the child are confidential with 
each other, you can show him how 
it will be to his advantage not to 
let other children know he is an­ 
noyed by the nickname; that, in­ 
deed. he can do most to bring it in­ 
to disuse if he will refer to himself 
among his comrades by this name.

Child management, the task of 
rearing children, is the most iii gun 
tic industiy in the United States 
today. 
Realizing the importance of rear­ 
ing children properly, the federal 
government has established a chil­ 
dren's bureau which has been plac­ 
ed under the supervision of the de­ 
partment of labor, with 
Frances 
Perkins 
secretary. 
Katherine 
F. 
Lenroot is the chief of this bureau 
at the present time. 
in a booklet issued by this 
de­ 
partment dealing with “Child Man­ 
agement,’’ It is pointed out that 
the ordinary child, 
at 
birth, 
is 
equipped with appetites, 
reflexes 
and tendencies which are essential 
in sustaining life. 
During 
early 
months this is a full t i m e job, 
as 
eating, 
s l e e p i n g 
aud elimination 
occupy most of his time. Under or­ 
dinary conditions he is adequately 
protected from these 
stresses 
of 
bis environment so that t h o dan­ 
gers to his physical well-being are 
reduced to a minimum 
Seeks For Self 
The child, at binh, is no* endow­ 
ed with either manners or morals. 
He has no readym ade standards 
of truth, honesty, courtesy or obe­ 
dience. Neither is he born selfish, 
dishonest, mean, jealous or cruel. 
The time soon 
comes, 
however, 
when the child has to make some 
compromises between the desire to 
satisfy self and the demands made 
U|K>n him by the environment in 
which he is being reared. 
It is at this time that he comes 
In contact, and frequently in con­ 
flict, with certain barriers 
which 
are set up for the purpose of mak­ 
ing him conform to the habits and 
usages of a social group. That is, 
he must begin building into his 
own personality those habits and 
traits which will tend to make him 
ultimately a conforming individual. 
It is not surprising that restrain­ 
ing influences put into operation by 
the parents Inevitably create oppo­ 
sition and a certain amount of 
rebellion. These must be overcome 
before the parents can accomplish 
their purpose. Self is forever In the 
foreground 
during 
these 
early 
months, demanding in its crude. In­ 
stinctive way all the creature com­ 
forts of life, playing for attention 
and devising ways and means of 
exerting power. The baby has no 
feeling of obligation and no sense 
of responsibility toward those up­ 
on whom he is so entirely depend­ 
ent. The child must meet and suc­ 
cessfully adjust his own life to the 
opposing forces set up in environ­ 
ment. 
Adults Add Troubles 
Ft Is in the p r o c e s s of acquiring 
Adequate ways of meeting of the 
restraints and barriers set up by 
the environment that the child de­ 
velops habits, personality traits and 
the more complex patterns of con­ 
duct and mental attitudes toward 
the world In which he lives. 
Grown ups unconsciously add to 
the child's trouble by laking much 
for granted, assuming that he must 
know or should know things that 
he has never had an opportunity 
to learn. Parents should consider 
carefully the material with which 
t h e y have to deal in making plans 
for their children. 
Parental 
hopes 
and 
ambitions 
should not stand hi the way of per­ 
mitting the child to find those nor­ 
mal 
healthy outlets, whether at 
work or play, which satisfy his 
emotional needs. 
“Problem children” as such, are 
comparatively rare but In the pro­ 
cess of growing the child encount­ 
ers numerous problems, many of 
which are simply Incidents of the 
phase through which he is passing. 
Most of the undesirable ways of 
thinking and acting 
which 
chil­ 
dren develop are Indications that 
the environment, particularly those 
aspects of 
the environment for 
which Hie parents are responsible, 
represents the real problem. 
Many Pitfalls 
Parents should k e e p in mind that 
children with feelings 
of 
Inade­ 
quacy do not meet their problems 
in the same way. One child may be­ 
come rebellous and resentful to­ 
ward criticism, another 
may 
be 
completely sn bd ti -d and reh ea t to j 


she may be trying to do all her 
own housework. Then suppose sh# 
has one or more other young chil- 
dren. It is almost impossible for

to 
escape nervousness 
and 
strain.

I do wish the father might get 
some at these facts into his head.

nursery, school or college or en­ 
gaged In some other constructive 
pursuit.

Parents should try to do their 
part to help the child succeed at
